Te often happens that Children come 
with their Feet foremoſt, and the Hands 
dilating themſelves from the Hips, in ſuch 
a Caſe the Midwife muſt be well provided 
of neceflary Ointmens to ſtroke and anoinr 
the Infant with,thereby to help its coming 
forth, leſt it return again into the Womb, 
before it can be drawn forth, * holding ac 
the ſame time,both the Arms of the Intanc 
cloſe to the Hips, that ſo the Child may 
iſſue forth after its own manner, but if then 
it prove too big: then the Womb muſt be.

wife ought to take more care herein than 


ordinary. And firſt, the muſt ovfervewell, 
to anoint her Hands, then the Womb of 
the Woman, cither with ſome ſweet But- 
ter, or ſome convenient Pomatum. thruſt- 
ing up her Hand as near as ſhe can, to the

Reſently after Delivery, in caſe of a 
" Natural Birth,eſpecially ifthe Woman 
has had bard labour, it is convenient t 
wrap her in the Skin of a Sheep, taken o

her Reins and Belly, or for want of this, 
$he Skin of a Hare or Coney, being flayed 
off as ſoon as killed, may be applied to 
her Belly and in fo doing, - the dilation 
made in the Birth will be cloſed up. and the . 
ill melancholly Blood, expelled from thoſe 
parts; : 
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parts: And theſe may be continued in Sum- 
mer the ſpace of an hour, and in Winter 
two, after which let the Woman be ſwath- 
ed with a fine linnen Cloth, abouta quar- . 
ter of a Yard in breadth, chafing her Belly. 
before with Oyl of St. Fobn/wert, after that. 
raiſe up the Matrix with a linnen Cloth”: 
many times folded, then with a little Pil- 
low or Quilt cover her Flanks,chen uſethe 
Swath ſomewhat above the Hanches,wind- 
ing it pretty tiff, applying at the ſame time 
a warm Cloth to her Nipples, not prefent- 
ly applying Remedies to drive back the 
Milk, by reaſon the body at ſucha time is 
diſordered, and as it were out of frame, for 
there is neicher Vein nor Artery which 
does not ſtrongly beat, where ſuch reme- 
dies to drive back the Milk bing all of a 
diſlolving Nature, it is improper to apply 
them to the Breaſt, during ſuch confuſion 
and diſorder, leſt by ſo doing evil Hu- 
mours be ſtayed or contracted. into the 
Breaſt ; wherefore 12 hours ought to be 
the leaſt ſpace allowed for the Circulation 
and ſettlement of the Blood, and what was 
eaſt upon the Lungs by the vehemenc Agi- 
tation during the Labour, to retire to its - | 
proper Receptacles. .

not ,for the moſt part, pure, but ſuch as has

FT” HE lIaflamation in the Breaſt, is no 
other than the hard Swelling, ,accom- 

panied with a ſhooting pain, as alſo a beat- 
 ingand redneſs, and is moſtly caufed by 
the. abundance of Blook, drawn or 
flowing to the Breaſt, and ſometimes, 
but rarely, it is occaſioned by the ſup- 
preflion of the Azenſes, the Hemorrhoids, 
or ſome bruiſe received by a blow, or the 
like, and is known by a certain redneſs, 
and burning.heat; cauſing the whole body 
to be feaverith, and out of order.
